' DETERMINED PILOT

“TI have always been interested 
in flying, but I had decided it 
was one of those far away things 
that could never be reached by 
the average person,’ Brown re- 
vealed. “Then one day I made 
up my mind that break or bust, I 
was going to do something about 
it,” 

CRASH PROGRAM 

With this declaration of pur- 
pose, Brown enrolled in a crash 
program during the summer and 
within five weeks he had obtain- 
ed his private license. 

“Five weeks is an unusually 
short time,” Brown admitted, 
“and stands as a record for the 
airfield, Normally it would take 
much longer, but I was down at 
the field every day eager to 
fly.”

Ground school is the prerequi- 
site before any actual flying is 
undertaken by the beginner. It is 
here that prospective pilots learn 
navigation, weight distribution, 
and the “physics of flight.” 

Brown believed meteorology as 
being the “most difficult phase 
to master. The students were 
taught how to spot dangerous 
cloud formations and _fortell 
weather conditions for flying,” 
Brown recalled. 

From ground school the next 


jump is into the plane itself. An’ 


instructor was with Brown until 
he was capable of flying on his 
own. He now flies such light 
aircraft as a Cessna 150, a 
Cherokee 140, or a Cessna Sky- 
hawk. 

“Through the club I belong to, 
I rent a plane at $5 an hour, add- 
ing the gas myself the cost comes 
to about $7 an hour,” explained 
Brown, 

DEMONSTRATION SPIN 

Some interesting experiences 
have ‘happened to SAC’s flying 
student while roaming the air 
currents of Southern California. 
The most exciting to Brown was 
the first time his instructor took 
his plane into a demonstration 
spin. “There we were spiraling 


down at about 90 mps, and the 
whole world was topsy-turvy!’’ 

Another time Brown directed 
his plane into a “parabolic” or 
“weightless curve.’”’ The resulting 
effect is that the plane drops 
faster than the pull of gravity 
causing objects within the cock- 
pit to lose their earthbound 
weight momentarily. “An ash- 
tray came out of its comportment 
and floated within the field of 
my vision,’? Brown recollected. 

PILOTS NEEDED 

According to Brown and a re- 
cent newspaper article the need 
qualified pilots is increasing and 
there is presently a_ critical 
shortage. Brown hopes he can 
generate some interest in other 
students about considering an 
aviaiton career. ‘“Among the pro- 
fessions,” Brown stated, “air- 
line pilots are the third highest 
paid bracket in the world, and 
with the added retirement bene- 
fits it is a very rewarding occu. 
pation.” 

One thing is clear, that with 
the hopeful influx of new pilots 
and more planes, and SAC’s own 
Charlie Brown flying about, it 
will be enough to make any 
feather - conscious bird yell, 
“Good Grief!’

work that has the large job.” 

The instructor related that 
SAC’s IBM business machines 
could handle the same type of 
set-up. He stated that lawyers 
and doctors will soon use this 
process to search for records, or 
symptoms of diseases, 

Promoters of Operation Match 
charge three dollars for their 
services. In just nine months, 
some 100,000 collegians paid 
more than $300,000 for this 
unique program. Cost of renting 
the computer runs around $100 
an hour. 

The theory behind this pro- 
gram, according to Look, is that a 
computer can “increase the 
probability of a satisfactory re- 
lationship by removing incom- 
patible persons.” Continuing, the 
magazine stated that the process 
“provides students with a chance 
to get over the initial hurdle of 
knowing that they’re not going to 
be immediately rejected.”

| Noise Origins Probed

Everything from squeaking 
chairs to the maturity of stu- 
dents has been brought forth as 
origins of the noise in Santa Ana 
College’s library. 

The building itself does not 
lend itself to quiet, Mrs. Arlene 
Moore, head librarian, asserted 
this week. “The doors bang, 
chairs and tables are too close, 
and the area is just too crowded,”’ 
she continued. 

NO INSPIRATION 

Mr. Moore pointed out that the 
library was built for half the 
number of students presently en- 
rolled at the college. “The crowd- 
ed conditions of the library do 
not inspire people to refrain 
from talking,” the librarian stat 
ed. 

Describing the advantages of 
carpeting the facility, Mrs. Moore 
felt that this would be the only 
solution to the problem. She 
stated that carpeting is easier to 
maintain than tile flooring, that 
it is wearable and also the ex- 
pense of installing it would be 
saved in the long run, 

Students using the east side 0° 
the library for study hall purpos 
es were pointed out by Mrs. 
Moore as those making the most 
noise. She stated that she would 
not use members of her staff to 
police these students. She reveal- 
ed that the practice of taking 
these valuable people away from 
the jobs that they were hired to 
do would be a waste of money. 

BEE HIVE 

Lee Layport, history instruc. 
tor, stated that the library is 
presently being used as a hive for 
“queen bees and drones.” 

“I certainly feel that the 
problem of quiet in the library 
is an essential difficulty that has 
fto be solved,” the instructor re- 
lated. ‘‘The library is not .large 
‘enough for our student needs,” 
he continued. “This condition 
breeds social contact and does not 
breed scholarly endeavor.” 

Layport felt that the students 
who do talk in the library are 
“selfish and self-centered. They 
couldn't care less about everyone 
involved.” 

Citing self-discipline as the kev 
solution to the problem, Layport 
felt that “students are going to 


have to recognize their respon- 
sibilities. This is one of the signs 
of maturity.” 
ROOT OF PROBLEM 

Four reasons were given by 
Layport as the root of the exist- 
ing problem. The first was that 
of a “weak sense of social re- 
sponsibility” on the part of the 
student. The second and third 
is that the student body has out- 
grown the library. and the library 
as constructed does not deaden 


noise. The last reason he cited 
was that of an insufficient lib- 
rary staff. 

Layport does not feel that car- 
peting would solve the problem, 
but, “it would lessen the noise.” 

William Corser, SAC dean of 
students, related that before the 
library could be carpeted, proper 
procedures and channels would 
have to be followed. Lloyd Ham- 
ilton, business manager seconded 
this statement.

“Oedipus Rex,” the greatest 
play ever written, accord'ng to 
Newsweek magazine, “is the 
great, haunting Greek tragedy 
of the king who unwittingly 
slew his father, married his mo- 
ther, and finally came to ruin. It 
carries vast dramatic power and 
casts a spell in the form of a re- 
currently disturbing dream from 
which it is hard to save oneself.” 


The film is presented in the 
Classical Greek tradition, using

The Sophoclean tragedy will 
be one of the closest and most 
effective interpretations to the 
original drama witnessed by au- 
diences in Athens over 2400 
years ago, according to Dr. Ro- 
bert F. Goheen, Princeton Uni- 
versity’s president and professor 
of classics.
